will be keeping it fresh with a poetry reading on Saturday, 
April 14. Two Boston-based poets, Clara Silverstein and 
Grey Held, will perform a reading and a book signing 
starting at 2:00 pm. The Taber Library says businesses will 
be operating as usual and there are no additional events 
besides their children's book groups this week. 

Librarians aren't just responsible for checking 
out books and maintaining the facility. It takes a certain 
type of compassion and sense of social service to serve the 
community properly. 

''The library has a mission statement that is so 
flexible and dynamic," said Pizzolato. "It's so important 
to take the time to get to know people and listen to find 
out what they like." 

Recently, there has been a higher demand for 
electronic readers, such as the Nook and the Kindle, and 
where most people would assume libraries would feel 
threatened by this move, Pizzolato assures that they are 
actually embracing it. 

"We actually have e-reader workshops here at the 
library and we have various e-readers here at the library 
for patrons to try," she said.

cancer and I didn't need any chemotherapy or anything 
further/' she said. 

Wiggin was fortunate enough to have caught her 
cancer early, but many people are not diagnosed until 
later stages, in some cases, at points where the cancer is so 
advanced, treatment is no longer an option. After Wiggin 
was declared cancer-free, she decided that she wanted to 
use her new opportunity at life to do something to give 
back. 

On April 16, Wiggin will be running for the first 
time in the 116* Boston Marathon as a member of the 
Dana-Farber Marathon Challenge team. 

''It's always been a goal of mine to run a 
marathon, even since I was young, but I've definitely 
never been a runner," she said. 

The Dana-Farber team set a goal to raise $4.8 
million this year, with each runner committing to raise 
between $3,500-$4,000. Since 1990, Dana-Farber Marathon 
Challenge runners have raised $52 million for cancer 
research. 

"This is my way of giving back to Dana-Farber 
for everything they did for me and for all the help they 
give other people," she said. 

She will be joined on the road by her friend, 
Gerald Lanagan, a local man who participates in high- 
endurance sports as a regular hobby. He has run several 
marathons and participated in triathlons and Iron Man 
competitions.

Lanagan also has a deep connection to the people 
of Dana-Farber. His father, Jim, was diagnosed with 
cancer and was successfully treated by the Dana-Farber 
Cancer Institute. Today, his brother, Tim, is receiving 
treatment there for his own cancer. 

'Tt used to be that cancer was a death sentence. 
But it's great to fight for these guys and to run for Dana- 
Farber. My brother gives me strength, seeing him fight 
it,'' he said. 

Wiggin submitted her application in October of 
2011 and received confirmation of her place on the team 
in November. She began training in January, running a 
few miles a few days a week, but steadily increasing her 
distance to build her endurance. 

" K marathon is 26 miles, so Fd say the biggest 
part of this has been the time commitment," she said. 

These days, she runs solo three to four days 
a week, anywhere between three and six miles. On 
Saturdays, she's been running with other members of the 
Dana-Farber team, sometimes joining 50 runners up near 
Boston for sprints that cover almost 20 miles. 

"It hasn't been easy, but it's been worth it. I've 
met so many great people because of this process," she 
said. 

When Amy Wiggin finally takes to the start line, 
she is in it for the long haul. "I don't care how long it 
takes me, my goal is to cross that finish line."

CANINE DIARRHEA 

My dog has had diarrhea more than once a week for the past month. 
He eats dog chow and table scraps. Occasionally there is blood in the 
stool and he can't always control himself and messes indoors. What 
can I do? 

The key to controlling illness is getting a correct diagnosis 
and then treating the problem appropriately. First, have your 
veterinarian examine a stool specimen to check for intestinal 
parasites. Stop feeding your dog table scraps. If no parasites are 
found and stopping the table scraps does not resolve the prob- 
lem, try changing the diet.

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to the purchase and delivery of a new engine two weeks 
ago. The old engine is still in service for the next four to 
six weeks as the Fire Department trains and prepares the 
new one for use. 

Mattapoisett Town Administrator Mike Gagne 
said that the town has been using a company called 
MuniciBid, which is an eBay style auction site for 
municipalities to sell used equipment of various kinds.

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the Lions Club has supported the town, including the 
construction of the Shipyard Park Gazebo in 1954 and the 
purchase of playground equipment for Center School in 
1975. 

Next, Bonne DeSousa, President of the Friends of 
the Bike Path, details the plans for a fundraiser on June 
24, in conjunction with the YMCA, where money collected 
would go to help complete the Mattapoisett Rail Trail. 

The fundraiser would include a bike ride on the 
trail, a fitness challenge, and an information session at the 
YMCA for residents to learn more about local bike trails 
and how to be safer riders. 

Safety was a big concern of Selectman Tyler 
Macallister, who voiced his worries about cyclists who 
don't stop at stop signs at the intersection of Mattapoisett 
Neck Road and Brandt Island Road. He said bikers 
usually make a loop in the middle of the road in order to 
turn around to head back the opposite way, sometimes 
near 40-mph car traffic. 

'TVe seen too many people come too close too 
many times,'' he said. DeSousa believes that, since 
installing safety equipment, such as illuminated message 
signs at the intersection, would be a costly project. She 
said the best way to keep bikers safe is to keep promoting 
smart riding and safety habits. 

The Board then heard from John DeCosta, from 
the Community Preservation Committee, who provided 
updates on funding for projects going before the Annual 
Town Meeting. 

Some of the projects include $25,000 to begin 
preliminary studies for affordable housing for senior 
citizens. 

"We all felt affordable senior housing was 
something Mattapoisett needs," he said. The Committee 
also has had requests for $51,500 to fix the Center School 
clock tower. 

The Coalition for Buzzards Bay also requested 
money to help purchase over 300 acres of land on the 
Fairhaven town line to be preserved for light recreational 
activity, such as picnics and hiking. They asked for 
$150,000 this year and the same amount next year be 
allocated to the purchase, but the CPC rejected their 
request. 

We felt it was just too big a chunk," said DeCosta. 

Then Chuck McCullough of the Capital Planning 
Committee gave his update on the town's five year 
Capital Plan, which includes allocations of $13,000 
to replace a special breathing apparatus for the Fire 
Department and $35,000 to replace the town assessor's 
maps. 

"The time has come to get this done, to get them 
cleaned up and updated," he said. 

Town Administrator Mike Gagne then offered his 
report. He said the town is working on selling off some 
surplus equipment and vehicles, the money from which 
would go to the capital equipment stabilization fund. 

"We're getting rid of 11 pieces of equipment for

a total of $16,000/' Gagne said. He also noted completion 
on the handicapped accessible sidewalk to the left of 
the main entrance of the Mattapoisett Town Hall, which 
was constructed by students from the vocational school. 
Gagne also said he would like to organize a group 
of writers to craft descriptions of various volunteer 
opportunities, to be posted on the town's website. 

"There are a lot of people willing to volunteer, 
but they don't have a good idea as to what boards and 
commissions exist," he said. The descriptions would 
detail the regular duties of the open positions, as well as 
any meetings that volunteers would be required to attend. 

In other business, the Board of Selectmen voted 
unanimously to re-appoint Ray Andrews to the Old 
Colony School Committee. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen will be on Tuesday, April 24 at the Town Hall. 

Marion Selectmen Approve Warrant 

Marion Board of Selectmen

The Marion Board of Selectmen voted 
unanimously to approve the 2012 Town Meeting warrant 
during a special meeting on Tuesday, April 10. Town 
Administrator Paul Dawson said that there were virtually 
no changes to the warrant, which has 44 articles, since the 
last time it was revised a couple weeks ago. Here is a look 
at some of the largest articles: 

Items 1-24 on the warrant are all financial articles. 
The first four articles give an overview of compensation 
for town officials, a breakdown of the town budget, and 
the costs for the water and sewer systems for the fiscal 
year 2013, respectively. 

Several articles dealing with finances propose 
either repairing or replacing equipment and vehicles for 
public safety enterprises. Article 10 proposes $20,900 of 
free cash be used to purchase a new police cruiser for the 
Marion Police Department. 

Articles 12 and 13 ask for a combined total 
of $51,800 to replace various elements in the Marion 
Fire Department. $35,000 of this figure would help the 
department with its air pack replacement program, while 
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Lobster Fried Rice $9 45

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the remaining $16,800 would replace eight automatic 
external defibrillators for the rescue vehicles in the 
department. 

Article 14 proposes $20,000 for a new Jaws of 
Life system for the rescue team, and Article 16 asks for an 
additional $12,500 to replace some of the department's 
fire hoses. 

Article 15 calls for $48,500 to upgrade the fire 
alarm system from top to bottom, replacing the DOS- 
based computers with Windows and purchasing a digital 
radio and telephone recording system for dispatch. 

Article 11 also proposes a new telephone system. 
$50,000 of free cash is requested to replace the telephone 
system in the Marion Town House. Dawson said that 
the current system is failing, especially the voicemail 
program, and that the new system would be transferrable 
to a new building if the town offices ever relocated. 

Article 31 proposes to amend the zoning bylaws 
for the Flood Hazard District that were issued by the 
Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA). 
Articles 32-34 also seek approval for zoning bylaws for 
other smaller areas around town. 

Article 38 talks about the potential for alternative 
energy sources in Marion schools in order to save money 
in the long run for utilities. 

In addition to approving the Town Meeting 
warrant unanimously, the Board of Selectmen also voted 
to allow Dawson to sign a contract with an engineering 
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service called Tata & Howard. The organization will 
survey the east and west wells in town for 30 days in 
order to determine the source of perchlorate detected 
in wells last year. The business would sample each well 
at least four times as well as the other surrounding test 
wells. The price of the sampling project was listed as 
$12,500 in the contract.

Monday, May 21 at 7:00 pm at the Sippican School. 

Agricultural Commission Introduced 

Rochester Planning Board

The Rochester Planning Board introduced a new 
commission comprised of six men and women who are 
passionate about agriculture at their meeting on Tuesday, 
April 10. 

'Tt's so nice of you to volunteer you time,'' said 
Planning Board Member Ben Bailey. 

The Agricultural Commission came to fruition 
after years of planning with the ultimate goal of balancing 
small commercial agriculture while helping Rochester 
maintain its public safety and rights of its citizens. 

The Planning Board said that they have been 
approached by several commercial agriculture businesses 
in recent years with official proposals to build enterprises 
in Rochester. However, none of these ideas came to 
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reality because there were no regulations set in place. 
That's where the Agricultural Commission will step in. 

The commission will ideally create a set of 
regulations that commercial farmers must adhere to if 
they wish to start a business in Rochester. The purpose 
of setting the regulations would be to protect the 
abutters of the property where these businesses would 
be established. With commercial farming comes loud 
equipment, traffic, etc. The Commission wants to know 
their citizens are protected and as content as possible with 
the addition of these businesses in town. 

Both groups agree that the biggest challenge will 
be finding a balance of bringing new business into town 
and preserving Rochester's rural culture and agricultural 
character. On one hand, new business would help lower 
taxes, but the both committees think traffic would become 
a problem and residents would be upset with noise levels. 
The Planning Board also worries about the potential for 
growing storm water problems. 

On the other hand, the Agricultural Commission 
wonders whether or not too many regulations would 
scare potential businesses off. Both groups recognized 
that it will be impossible to please all residents, and that 
they can't keep businesses out just for the sake of a couple 
noise complaints. There needs to be a balance. 

''We need to make it easier for the agricultural 
community to do things," said Agricultural Committee 
member David Souza. 
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Since the Committee is in its initial stages, it 
agreed that the best step to take right now is to define the 
areas of concern and define what is not wanted in town. 
In order to draw these conclusions, they will interview 
local farmers and look to other towns as models. While 
there are no official dates set in place, the Planning Board 
said the Agricultural Committee's first report could 
happen as soon as the Fall Town Meeting. 

In other news, the Planning Board agreed to 
look into the potential of drafting solar bylaws for the 
town. The board will look at the towns of Kingston and 
Dartmouth as models for what they could be looking 
for, even though the majority of the board feels like solar 
energy is ''unreliable and a waste of money." 
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Dr, Kate Marmelo graduated from Bishop Stang High School 
and received her Bachelor's of Science in Biology from 
Providence College (class of 2000). In 2004, she received 
her Doctorate of Optometry from New England College of 
Optometry. Dr, Marmelo purchased the Pearle Vision in 
North Dartmouth in 2010 where she examines patients of ail 
ages.

'T don't think we should get too carried away 
with it,'' said Planning Board member Susan Teal. 

The Planning Board also voted to send a letter 
to the Zoning Enforcement Offer reporting the owners 
of Sperry Tents are in violation of their site plan. The 
business had until April 1 to make revisions that the 
Planning Board made to their original site plans, and they 
were unsuccessful in making the repairs. 

Lastly, the Planning Board contemplated the idea 
of downsizing to a five-person board in order to better 
ensure attendance at all meetings. They will reevaluate 
after the Town Elections to make the best decision. 

ConCom Looks to Preserve 300 Acres

In other business, one hearing for the evening 
was canceled and will be continued at the next meeting, 
and the Commission voted in favor of a request for a 
certificate of compliance for Matthew Avery, for a single- 
family house at 6 Park Place.

Conservation Commission will be on Monday, April 23, 
2012, at 6:30 pm at the Town Hall. 

ZBA Closes Bay Watch 40B Hearing 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

The end is finally in sight for Bay Watch Realty 
Trust and its proposed 40B affordable housing project. 
After three months of hearings on its latest modification 
of the proposed complex - which includes 60 affordable 
rental apartments and 36 single family homes off Route 
150 - the Marion Zoning Board of Appeals closed the 
public hearing on April 5. 

The ZBA is expected to convene a special meeting 
on May 10 at the Town House to render a final decision. 

The hearing closure stemmed from resolution on 
issues that had held a series of hearings, which began on 
January 26. Town Counsel Jon Whitten reported that the 
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developer agreed to greater leniency in the number of 
affordable single-family homes in the project. 

Originally, Bay Watch proposed zero affordable 
single-family homes - but came back with a proposal to 
set aside two of the 36 proposed residences as affordable. 
The Board of Selectmen had wanted 25 percent of the 
single-family homes deemed affordable. After the 
developer said that it would lose $500,000 from such a 
prospect, ZBA Chairman asked for a pro forma to prove 
this loss. 

At the pro forma meeting, the developer agreed 
to offer two of the homes as affordable at 80 percent of 
the town's median income. This could count towards 
the town's affordable housing stock. The developer also 
agreed to set aside two additional homes at 100 percent 
of the town's median income, which the state would 
consider as affordable housing, but it would make the 
three-bedroom homes more affordable at about $260,000, 
Whitten said. 

In addition to these four units, the developer 
would be willing to sell two of the lots to the town for 
$125,000 apiece. The town could build affordable homes 
on these lots- although Marion residents would have to 
approve the transfer at a town meeting. 

Bay Watch legal representative Ken Steen 
discussed the financial challenges of the project, which 
the developer had scaled back from 168 to 96 units last 
fall. He said the inability to connect to the sewer north 
of the property and the necessity of building a pump 
station added to the cost to build the 40B. In addition, the 
75-foot proposed wooden bridge to span the wetlands is 
especially pricey, he said. 

"Those projects set back the project by half a 
million. That is the main thrust of why we presented two 
units (as affordable)," Steen said. 

Whether school buses could access the private 
roadway into the project remains unresolved. Wedge 
noted that the school committee makes that call, and if 
they deny that request the children would catch the bus 
along Route 150. Bay Watch representatives said the plans 
include a three-sided glass enclosure, in a colonial style, 
for kids riding the bus. 

Wedge suggested some fencing to "keep kids and 
balls out of the street." 

When the discussion came up on a suggestion to 
move the main entrance into the project to Atlantis Drive, 
Selectman Jon Henry strongly opposed the idea. 

"That is a tremendous change. I absolutely do 
not recommend doing that. It could tie up the project for 
another five years," he said. 

Steen said that entering from the south would 
require approval from both houses in the state legislature 
because the land has a conservation restriction. Everyone 
agreed that moving the entrance is a bad idea. 

"I think it's too little too late," Wedge said. 

Although the ZBA closed the public hearing, the 
board kept the record open for 21 days for any last minute 
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minor changes. 

The board's next meeting is scheduled for April 
19 at 7:30 pm. 

$5.7 Million Budget OK'd in Mattapoisett 

Mattapoisett School Committee

The Mattapoisett School Committee approved 
a $5,752,725 fiscal year budget for 2013 that showed a 
$59,882 increase over last year's budget with staffing and 
services remaining the same. The overall budget was 
approximately 1.05 percent over last years' budget. 

Superintendent Doug White presented the 
budget during the public hearing, held at Center School 
on Monday, April 9. The slide presentation included six 
areas where the committee focused including professional 
salaries, non-professional salaries, other salaries, 
contracted services, supplies and other. 

The budget reflected a decrease in professional 
salaries of $7,368, an increase in non-professional salaries 
of $47,071, an increase in other salaries of $8,567, an 
increase in contracted services of $78,523, an increase in 
supplies of $24,187 and an increase in the other category 
of $59,882. 

White summarized the budget drivers as being 
''contractual obligations, an increase in curriculum 
materials to help meet the common core standards, a 
change in contracted services and special education 
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''All grant funding has disappeared,'' said White. 
"All of the Massachusetts 2013 fiscal year budgets reflect 
this... there are no more federal stimulus funds and no job 
education grants." 

Other cuts included a $23,255 decrease in 
psychology services, a $7,000 reduction in special 
education tuition, $5,628 decrease in supplies and a $5,050 
decrease in professional development funds. 

"We are very fortunate in that staffing and 
services will stay the same," said Chairwoman Gracinda 
Knox. 

White told the audience, including those 
watching on community television, that if they had any 
questions about the budget to contact the ORR central 
office and that copies of the budget would be sent out and 
questions answered. 

"We need the citizens of Mattapoisett to 
support our request for $59,882 to assist the schools of 
Mattapoisett," said White. 

The town potentially has $200,000 in new 
revenue available to support town services that include 
the two elementary schools, police and fire departments 
and other town services. White said he hopes that the 
town will agree to fund the $59,882 needed to finalize the 
proposed budget. 

In other committee news, the board approved the 
membership of the Bristol-Plymouth Regional Technical 
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School District into the Regional Educational Assessment 
and Diagnostic Services (READS Collaborative) on a one 
year trial membership beginning on July 1, 2012. 

Committee member Charles Motta met with 
Senator Mark Montigny and gave him a tour of the 
media space and science lab at the high school and asked 
for help with the increasing cost of health insurance 
and special education. Motta stressed the impact of the 
reduction of Chapter 70 funding and the impact on the 
district. 

Rosemary Bowman, principal of Center School 
thanked the Mattapoisett Lands Trust for their funding of 
a school field trip to the Buzzards Bay Coalition and the 
New Bedford Whaling Historical Park. The effort was to 
help students learn about why Buzzards Bay is important, 
how humans impact the health of the bay and how the 
watershed and the Bay are connected. 

Old Hammondtown School Principal Matt 
D' Andrea said that the OHS Concert Band won a bronze 
medal at the Massachusetts Instrumental and Choral 
Conductors Association festival on Friday, March 30 at 
King Philip Regional Fligh School in Wrentham.

monthly meeting on the evening of Wednesday, April 4. 
With the help and support of the town, the budget passed 
unanimously while avoiding the minimal amount of cuts. 

''We feel very fortunate that the town has been so 
supportive and understands the importance of keeping 
Sippican School at level funding through this program,'' 
said School Committee Chairman Brad Gordon. 

According to Gordon, there were three main 
factors that contributed to the possibility of a budget 
increase. Increased special education costs, contractual 
salary increases for faculty and tuition for students 
attending Bristol County Agricultural High School. 

The 2013 budget will see an increase of $376,762 
from 2012. This figure includes the elimination of five 
support staff. 

While the financial help of the town helps to 
alleviate budget costs, there are still several repairs 
around the school that need to be made next year, 
according to Gordon. 

An electrical upgrade for an emergency generator 
will cost around $23,000, combined with repairs to fix 
damage from water infiltration in one of the hallways. 
The combined figure for these two projects is $39,000. 
Gordon said the School Committee voted unanimously to 
pay for these projects. 

n addition to these two projects, the HVAC 
systems in each of the classrooms need to be replaced. 
The price tag for this project is estimated around $79,000, 
Gordon said. The town has agreed to pay for this 
upgrade. 

The School Committee has been afforded the 
opportunity of using a rental account to generate some 
extra money, ultimately keeping several projects off the 
town warrant and saving money to prevent future budget 
increases, Gordon said. This account is a revolving fund 
that collects rent from various organizations paying rent 
for the use of town buildings. Without the help of the 
rental account, Gordon says many of these projects would 
have to be paid with the town's money. 

Additionally, the School Committee has been 
focusing on energy conservation in order to reduce 
operating expenses dramatically. Gordon said the 
implementation of a DDC control system that allows the 
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building to automatically control heating and cooling 
more efficiently, can save the school as much as $50,000 
annually in utility costs. With a figure that large, Gordon 
assures that the payback period for this project will be 
relatively short. 

The Marion School Committee will meet again on 
Wednesday, May 2 at 6:30 pm.

School Committee on the night of Thursday, April 5. 
Superintendent Doug White presented the proposed 
budget to a crowd of teachers and parents at the Town 
Hall. 

Because of reductions in funding from many 
sources due to brittle economic conditions, the Committee 
devised a level-funded budget proposal, which used the 
FY12 budget as its template. As a result of various cuts 
and increases, the committee is looking at an increase of 
$82,676, or 1.51 percent, between a perfectly level-funded 
budget and the current proposed plan. 

In an effort to trim as many dollars from the plan 
as possible, the committee has proposed reduction of bus 
service, eliminating one school bus, saving $53,715. 

'The school population is not quite as high as 
it was, and looking at the routes and speaking with the 
bus company, we can reduce the buses by one. We will 
be working this summer to get the new routes squared 
away'' said School District Business Administrator Katie 
Isernio. 

In addition, about $50,000 will be saved because 
of the reduction of one teaching position, the result of an 
up-coming retirement. 

One of the largest cuts comes from major decrease 
in funding in support personnel, which reduces the 
proposed budget by $131,203. Funding from the ED Jobs 
grant is not available for next year, eliminating $109,987 
from the budget. As a result, the district has had to 
increase salary funding usually offset by ED Jobs by about 
$54,000. 

Also, funding from the state's Circuit Breaker 
program has been greatly reduced from $43,174 in FY12 to 
$9,000 for FY13, a cut of $34,174. The program is designed 
to reimburse the town for per-students for special 
education costs should they rise above certain levels. The 
law prescribes that they reimburse school systems up to 
75 percent of that extra cost, but the figure has been as low 
as 42 percent in recent years. 

These cuts come in the wake of increases 
elsewhere in the budget. Contracted services have 
increased to $117,495 for FY13, with the bulk of that 
because of increases in utilities and maintenance costs due

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to larger building space. Heat and electricity is predicted 
to cost almost $100,000 for the upcoming year. 

The School Committee voted unanimously to 
accept the budget proposal for FY13. 

In other business, the committee voted to approve 
the use of www.DonorsChoose.org as a way for teachers 
to raise money for supplies, projects, and educational 
trips. They also voted to accept Bristol-Plymouth Regional 
Technical School District into the READS Collaborative on 
a trial basis. READS Collaborative is a public organization 
made up of several area schools that works to promote 
special educational programs across a broad spectrum of 
subjects. 

The committee also announced that they have

following address by Tri-Town police officers, so we had to 
watch the video on Tuesday, April 3, instead. The rest of the 
student body attended the presentations according to their 
class schedules.

The difficult, emotionally draining part of Every 
15 Minutes occurred on Wednesday, April 5. The students 
who were ''killed'' spent the night on campus with both 
school staff and guest speakers for the coming senior 
assembly. The police officers visited the homes of the 
participating seniors to tell their parents that their son or 
daughter died in an alcohol-related motor vehicle crash. 
Parents and children then each wrote letters to the other 
that expressed their love, regrets and sorrow at being 
parted in such a tragic and sudden way. 

The next morning, the seniors met in the 
auditorium for the assembly at 10:00 am. The assembly 
began with a presentation by a Rhode Island nurse and 
mother who spoke about her experience with victims of 
alcohol-related motor vehicle crashes in the emergency 
room. Her stories were both professional and personal, as 
she moved the audience by speaking about her son's best 
friend's death during her shift and, not much later, her 
own son's death. (This story was also part of the Every 15 
Minutes video that the seniors had watched the day before.) 

Afterwards, the participants in Every 15 Minutes 
took to the stage with Tri-Town police officers to perform a 
skit about the consequences of choosing to drink and drive. 
Volunteers from this small student population sat with their 
parents on the stage and took turns reading their letters to 
their classmates, which made nearly the entire senior class 
distraught. 

Another guest speaker, a 19-year-old girl from 
Taunton, spoke about her own motor vehicle crash (not 
related to alcohol, drugs, or distracted driving) and her

Climbs for Cure 

''Ovarian cancer is sometimes 
called the 'silent killer' because the 
symptoms are vague and it is often 
misdiagnosed. It's our mission to 
let everyone - women, girls and the 
men that love them - know what's 
at stake" - HERA Women's Cancer 
Foundation 

Rochester resident Marc 
Boulanger, 28, knows firsthand 
what it means to lose a loved one to ovarian cancer. His 
mother died in 2008 from ''the silent killer'' - which 
claims about 14,600 lives every year. 

"It is such a quick 
disease," he said of his loss. 

When Boulanger 
learned about Climb4Life, HERA 
Women's Cancer Foundation's 
ovarian cancer awareness event 
that centers on rock climbing, he 
immediately knew he wanted to 
participate. 

As a seasoned climber, 
with eight years of indoor 
experience and seven years of 
outdoor climbing, the event spoke 
to his passion and his loss. 

The problem was that 
Climb4Life always took place 
out of state, as it rotates through 
different cities. However, this 
year the event is coming to 
Massachusetts. 

MetroRock in Everett, MA 

- in the Boston area - is hosting 
the two-day event, scheduled 
for April 28 and 29. In addition 
to climbing, the event features 
exhibits on how to maintain a 
healthy lifestyle, yoga and clinics. 

HERA Founder Sean 
Patrick, who underwent seven 

ovarian cancer surgeries, founded Climb4Life about ten 
years ago. She felt rock climbing could help get more 
people involved in the cause while raising awareness in 
women who are already healthy and active. The event 
also could introduce the sport of climbing to newcomers 

- and all of its mental and physical benefits. 

Boulanger said that rock climbing is a different 
kind of sport, which works the brain as much as the 
body. 




"The thought process is fun. And there is a 
fun, social aspect to it," he said, explaining that there 
is a "problem solving" element of climbing that unites 
people. He said unlike the gym, climbing is a great way 
to get out there and form friendships in the process. 

That kind of unity building is appropriate for 
a fundraising event that aims to rally people around a 
cause. 

In addition to climbing and information on 
healthy lifestyles, Climb4Life also will disseminate 
information about ovarian cancer. 

According to the Centers for Disease Control, 
there is no known way to prevent ovarian cancer, 
although it happens less frequently in women on the 
birth control pill for more than five years, in women 
who have had tubal litigations or hysterectomies, and in 
mothers. The majority of cases 
occur in women ages 40 and 
older. 

Pap Smears do not detect 
ovarian cancer, only cervical 
cancer, and cancer screenings 
that are available tend to be 
used only when symptoms are 
present. 

Thus, according to the CDC, 
the best way is to "pay attention 
to your body, and know what 
is normal for you." Some signs 
include pain in the pelvic or 
abdominal area, back pain, 
bloating, feeling full quickly 
when eating, and a change in 
bathroom habits.

Boulanger said his mother 
would be proud if she were alive 
to see him participate in the 
event. 

"She would be very proud. 
She has always encouraged us 
to do whatever we'd want to do," he said. "Being part 
of something like this, even if she wasn't affected. . . she 
would have backed it a lot." 

In the meantime, Boulanger said he is very 
appreciative "of the support of my loving girlfriend, 
Aleesha" and Yodel, the couple's husky.

God Bless America. Starring Joel Murray and Tara Lynne 
Barr. Directed by Bobcat Goldthwait. Running time: 104 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. Now playing on Magnolia On 
Demand on Comcast. 

In his new black comedy God Bless America, writer- 
director Bobcat Goldthwait vents about some of the cultural 
detritus that annoys him — or, given the lead time for low- 
budget indie cinema, the stuff that annoyed him a few years 
ago. American Idoll Spoiled reality-show princesses! People 
who chat on their cell phones during a movie! At the risk of 
sounding like one of the trendoids Goldthwait despises, this is 
all so 2004 (at the very latest). The movie does gesture at more 
recent irritants like the Tea Party, but even that reaches back a 
couple of years, and the bit about the Fred Phelps-style pro- 
testers might've felt fresher if Kevin Smith's Red State hadn't 
scooped it. God Bless America isn't a bad movie, but it's a step 
back from the more daring material Goldthwait 's been doing, 
like 2009 's World's Greatest Dad, or even his directing debut, 
1992's criminally underrated Shakes the Clown. 

Joel Murray, Bill's younger brother, is Frank, a sad 
sack who gets fired and learns that he may have a brain tumor. 
Even before that, though, Frank is fantasizing about storming 
into his cretinous neighbors' apartment and blowing away their 
incessantly crying baby with a shotgun. He's obviously un- 
stable and ready to pop, and a night of channel-surfing through 
the various outrages on TV squeezes his mental pimple. Frank 
seems to fixate on a Will Hung-type contestant on an American 
Idol-like show as proof that America has become a nation of 
cruel, vapid bullies. While stalking an insufferable reality-show 
brat, Frank meets a teenager, Roxy (Tara Lynne Barr), who's 
as disaffected as he is. For a while, Roxy might be Frank's 
imaginary friend, spurring him on to a killing spree, though that 
possibility ends when a cop sees her in Frank's stolen car. Too 
bad, because that might've been an interesting touch. 

We spend most of our time watching Frank and Roxy 
platonically hanging out in between killing annoying people. 
The killings are presented in such a deadpan, facile manner 
— these two don't murder in the heat of rage, they just coolly 
execute the rude — that I kept thinking it was all in Frank's 
head, especially since the pair go so long without getting caught 
despite carrying out most of their crimes in broad daylight in 




a bright 
yellow car. 
How liter- 
ally are we 
meant to 
take the kill- 
ing spree? 
Sometimes 
Goldthwait 
seems to 
intend Franks 
and Roxy 
as avatars 

of his and our own disgust, particularly when he gives Frank 
lengthy, vituperative speeches that sound like Goldthwait talk- 
ing. It's probably cathartic as hell for Goldthwait, but a lot of 
the targets, as I said, are made of very stale straw. 

Here's the problem: Aside from the fact that many 
of Goldthwait's pet peeves aren't exactly up-to-the-minute — 
which means God Bless America is dated now and will only get 
more so — only someone in the foulest mood would define an 
entire country by passing fads and fringe idiots. I kept waiting 
for Frank to exhibit some icky, troubling behavior (other than 
killing folks, of course) that would discomfit us for enjoying his 
crimes. Joel Murray occasionally lets his face go dangerously 
slack, looking like the stone psychos we see on TV after a mass 
murder, but mostly he's presented as a regular schmoe who goes 
rogue. I hate to say it, but Observe and Report was a lot more 
disturbing — yes, a major-studio film starring Seth Rogen was 
edgier than a Bobcat Goldthwait film that begins with a man 
daydreaming about killing an infant. That's partly because that 
film was subverting what the audience expected from a Seth 
Rogen flick and partly because Rogen 's rage was both organic 
and non-specific. 

I don't hold Goldthwait's past as a funny-voiced 
stand-up comedian and Police Academy regular against him. I 
think he's one of the most original comedy directors we've got. 
He's done bold stuff before, and I hope he gets a chance to do 
it again, but God Bless America feels like a project he got the 
money to make from some like-minded financiers — yeah, man, 
stick it to those American Idol judges ! (The shot at a Simon 
Co well- style judge seems kind of forlorn now that the actual 
Cowell's been off the show for, what, two years now?) And by 
the time he got behind the camera, the anger had dissipated — 
that's the problem with directing your own rage-fueled script 
you started writing years ago; it's hard to sustain that kind of 
bile for so long. So we don't feel Frank's fury, nor are we hor- 
rified by his actions. We don't feel much of anything, and that's 
not something I ever expected to say about a Goldthwait film.

National Drug Take Back Day 

The Mattapoisett Police Department will be 
participating in a prescription drug disposal day This 
event is part of a nationwide initiative by the U.S. Drug 
Enforcement Administration. It will be held Saturday, 
April 28 from 9:00 am to 2:00 pm. The purpose of such 
programs is to allow for safe, legal, and environmentally 
friendly disposal of extra drugs that patients have not 
used. 

This program serves two purposes. First, this 
program reduces the risk of prescription drugs being 
consumed inappropriately - either by accident or 
through illegal sale. Prescription medication abuse is 
becoming far more prevalent than common street drugs. 
Widespread anecdotal and survey evidence indicates 
that a huge portion of illegal prescription drug use 
occurs when people raid friends' and relatives' medicine 



cabinets. Second, it reduces the risk of prescription drugs 
entering the water, potentially harming aquatic life or 
getting into a human water supply. If the household 
waste is incinerated, the drugs are far less likely to 
pose an environmental problem than if they go into the 
wastewater stream. 

This program is being provided as a continuing 
proactive effort by The Mattapoisett Police Department 
to prevent drug abuse before it happens in or around the 
community. We encourage everyone to collect expired 
or useless prescription medications and bring them to 
the Mattapoisett Police Station at 64 County Road on 
Saturday, April 28.
